With this information a check of the Indices of this office 
was made and it was ascertained that DOROTHY LANGSTON, who is white and who is 
the subject of an Internal Security - C case in this office, was identical 
with DOROTHEA McGREGOR, DOROTHY McGREGOR, and DOROTHY STEIN, the subject of a 
closed Security Matter ~ ¢G case in this offices 


A review of the information available in this office 
reflects that DOROTHY LANGSTON was born January 5, 1911 in Russia, and that 
her father and mother are both deceased. Her father's name was SCHMIEL 
LANGSTEIN, with alias: SAMUEL STEIN. 


The records of the Immigration and Naturalization Service, 
Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, reflect that under Naturalization Certificate 
#2213996, the subject's father received-his citizenship in the United States
